Hi fore the phyaiciana ooold dnw 
the woundft they had begu i to awell aitd 
blister, and in all caaea supparatlon ix feared 
while in many it is inevitable. Home will 
loxe the flesh from their hands and feet, and 
imputation will be unavoidable. If pyaarnla 
doea not ensue it will be miraculotui 

The critical condition of many victtrai is 
tlii'K'foi-c alarming and despite the most care- 
fiil nursing and painstaking surgical attend- 
anrt< several of the hotpital patients, it Is 
fmrp<l, will die. At present writing it is im- 
fiosNildc to t:u!igp the fatality of tlie holo- 
t^aust, but if no more than twenty^ it cau be 
banlly less than twelve.
